The Brewers make a great noiſe, as it the Parliaments Power and A utho- 
rity were called in queſtion, But under favour, the Neighbourhood do pay 
all duc Reſpect to every Vote and Deliverance of Parliament; and are ready 
and willing, to hazard Life and Fortune for the ſupport of his Majeſty and 
Government, on all Occaſions.
